At that meeting called for 8 p. m. 
at the school building, the three- 
man board comprising Herbert E. 
Meyer, Lester M. Hribar, and Roy 
W.- Frasier, will go put of existence. 
All three were unsuccessful can- 
didates for membership on the larg- 
er board. 

A total of 446 ballots were cast 
in contrast to the' 265 cast at the 
recent bond issue referendum. Es- 
timates place the potential voting 
maximum at 508 based on the 1,168 
population revealed by the recent 
census of the district.

W. C. Petty after a peti- 
tion was filled calling for a census 
and the census he ordered showed a 
population in excess of 1,000 which 
necessitated a seven-man board in- 
stead of a three-, man board. *• 

When the new board takes over 
from the old board the members 
will draw lots for length of terms, 
two serving for one year, .two for 
two years and three for ihree years. 
They next will organize with a 
president and secretary. 

The new board will have the task 
of deciding whether or not the re- 
cent special election on the proposal 
to issue $95,000 in bonds for school 
enlargement was successful or not. 
The' three man board decided that 
the 132 to 131 vote with two spoiled 
ballots was a favorable majority, 
but Supt.

"A little bit of socialism" inexorably 
grows, like live yeast, until we have a whole lot 
of socialism. Then the. individual becomes a robot, 
responding to the strings pulled by the bosses — who 
are the politicians and the bureacrats. 

Groups of -people : may turn to government to 
help with some temporary; problem. But, after the 
problem has been solved or has changed, govenv- 
ment is still right thei^'with its controls and its regu- 
lations and its ruleboqksi 

, Moreover, government aid is always subject to 
the unpredictable winds .of political expediency — as 
vast numbers of- farmers -must have learned by now, 
So far, according W. all the evidence, a majority of 
livestock producer^ have been adamently opposed to 
looking to government for solutions to their, problems. 
They deserve all credit for that — and they will de- 
serve still greater credit if they steadfastly maintain 
that position. • 

Livestock prices, like ail prices, rise at one time 
and fall another,; But freedom is an absolute that 
can't be subjected to variation. 
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Another Vote Against Public Power 

, It has often been observed that when the people 
get a chance to vote on public powcr-p-as; In muhici- i 
pal and other elections of .a local nature — they gen-' 
erally vote No. 

- That truism has proved again on May 9, in Lake, 
City; Florida^ There the voters rejected by a mar- r 
gin of almost three-to-one a proposal that the city 
take over a private power company's facilities and 
run them under municipal ownership. 

. This election did not tgo by_ default. It w^s hotly 
contested and every voter was fully, exposed, .to the 
arguments of both "sides. ^.-Municipal ownership ad- 
vocates, consisting principally .of city officials, ar- 
gued that a city^wneif utility would pay no taxes 
and therefore would be a good money-maker. Strong 
opposition was voiced, by - a citizens' committee of 
some 60 business and. civic leaders. They opposed 
the plan on the grounds. of principle,' pointing out 
that it was a step" toward socialism. They also op- 
posed It on practical grotmds-kme objection here 
being that a small- city plant- could not be .trusted 
to provide dependable service and-*might become 
obsolete comparatively quickly. 

The general manager of the regulated, taxpay- 
ing utility Involved hailed the result as a resounding 
endorsement of the American free enterprise system. 
It was certainly that! . It also "was an overwhelming 
rejection, of the idea that any community can profit 
from tax-free government business. The Lake" Ciiy 
voters ' know, in other words, that tax freedom for 
one enterprise can only mean heavier taxes for all 
other enterprise and individuals. Every American' 
should recognize that obvious fact. »

No State Is Landlocked 

"Some of our states' are landlocked geographical- , 
ly but no state is landlocked in an economic sense." 
. .That observation comes from, no, less an authority 
■that the 'Federal .Maritime Board. It was made in 
connection with the recent, observance of National - 
Maritime Day. 

The Board also ; declared that all the people of the 
United States have, a stake in our maritime indus- 
try — in the merchant ships that fly the U. S. 'flag 
•and ply .. the trade routes of the world. It could , 
have added that people in some of the landlocked 
states, though they may never have seen an ocean, 
have one of the greatest stakes in the existence and 
the future of this industry. For example, most of 
our farm production takes place far from the sea- ; 
boards. But about a tenth of all our croplands are 
used to produce the farm commodities we export.- 
The welfare of farmers everywhere is strongly in-, 
fluenced by the state of export trade. — 

So it is with manufactured wares of a thousand 
and one kinds. Something like $15 billion a year 
worth of U-. S. goods finds a market overseas — which ' 
means great numbers of good jobs for American 
men and women. 

Yes, the U. S. merchant marine is a great servant 
of our farmers and workers — as farm ■ leaders, in- 
dustrial leaders, and ' government leaders have at- 
tested time and time, again. That merchant marine \ 
is the dependable^ link between producers and con- 
sumers who may live many thousands of miles apart, 
with broad oceans in between.

Red Cross Started in 1917 
- v As a permanent organization, op- 
erating in 'Lake County, the Bed 
Cross made its first real start in 
June .1917, when V- authority was 
granted to form' a chapter at Wau- 
kegan. The fhqst. activities were 
mainly in the productiqn Vf ield and 
Red Cross workers in that' year pro- 
duced surgical dressings, hospital 
gowns, and similar types of sewing. 
As .World War I progressed branch 
chapters, were set up in Gurnee, 
Wauconda, and Millburn to assist 
With, the production efforts. :- 

A ' Junior Red 'Cross organization 
was established at "Waukegan Town-, 
ship High School hV 1930. and most 
high schools, ift- the district, now 
have such organizations: 

The tempo of loca) Red Cross 
activities increased 'during World 
War II and.in- 1945 the' North Lake 
County Chapter -area over-subscrib- 
ed the .highest goal in '' its history 
and raised $117,000.00. The goal was 
$102,000.00." Local activities, during 
World War : II-'and -the ' following 
years,' 1 included,; as major activities, 
the Blood program fpr the Armed 
Services, Surgical Dressings ■ and 
Sewing; trained volunteers such as 
Nurses Aide, Gray Ladies,; Canteen, 
Motor Corps,'. Entertainment "and 'In- 
struction. These volunteers con- 
tributed thousands, of hours a year 
at Downey*Veterans Hospital, Great 
Lakes Naval. Training Cenffcr, and 
the U. S. Naval /HospitaL Services 
were also given. through the Home 
Service .Program, to the families of 
Servicemen a,s. they. were faced with 
problems that at some times seemed 
overwhelming. The same activities",

safe to' plants or. animals when used 
as directed, and safe to food and 
forage derived from plants or ani- 
mals treated as directed * 

It is best \& start your control 
program before much damage oc- 
curs, the magazine advises, .and 
when in doubt about your particu- 
lar problem, consult an authority 
such asr "your county agent or ex- 
tension entomologist.
